The 
Steinways have a factory in Hamburg and they 
export allthe manufactured materials that go 
to make upa piano which are put together 
and only require final polishing and tunin 
They might as well export it in its comple 0 
state. The German manufacturers cannot, it 
is believed, successfully compete in the Amer- 
ican market with home production. The fol- 
lowing trades are in the union: case makers, 
bellymen, finishers, fly finishers, reguiators, 
tone regulators, tuners, stringers, varnishers 
and polishers, action makers, key makers and 
carvers. In those factories from which re- 

orts were not received last night, shop meet- 
ngs will be held to-day.

The Demands of Wage-Workers in New

New YORK, May 4.—Employers are much re- 
lieved at having passed the first few days of 
May with so little trouble. As was stated in 
these dispatches last night, no general and 
united demand was made, and no great strike 
occurred.

A Papal Ball to Issue Against the Knights of 
Labor. 


MonTreat, May 4.—Francis A. Quinn, a 
member ofthe bar here, and legal adviser of 
the local Knights of Labor, has been instructed 
by the Executive Committee of that body, to 
wait upon Mgr. Fabe, Bishop of the Diocese, 
and inform him that any amendments he may 
consider necessary to their constitution will 


be made. Ibe Bishop has fixed an early date 
for the conference, but it is knownin clerical 
circles that he has not the power to make 
any changes now that Oardinal Taschereau 
has pronounced on the subject. The Grand 
Vicar Marchal of the Bishop’s Palace here is 
authority for the statement that at the con- 
sistory in June next, to be held in Rome, the 
Pope will issue a bull absolutely condemning 
and excommunicating all the Knights of 
Labor. The Grand Vicar is one of the best in- 
formed men in the province on what is goin 
on in Rome, and as he is an intimate fricn 
of the COardinal’s, great weight is given 
to his utterances. The effect of the 
Cardinal's mandamont, together with the 
utterances of Archbishop Lynch of Toronto, 
is being already feit hore and many leading 
movers among the French lodges have — 
fied their intention of leaving the order. he 
French-Canadian priests and bishops are <a 
posed to the order, but the Irish priests, while 
they do not uphold it openly, are evidently 
well-disposed towards it. 


TEN THOUSAND OUT. 


Freight-Handlers in Cincinnati Go Out— 
A Big Strikers’ Parade. 


CINCINNATI, May 4.—The situation here does 
not improve. The freight-handlers do not 
accept the terms offered by the managers yes- 
terday, and while some of the freight-houses 


are open, the business done is merely nom- 
inal. All the meu in the iron manufactories 
went out to-day, numbering about 500. The 
cartmen engaged in street repairs have all 
struck, and practically put an end to work. 
As the city is laying new granite pavements 
extensively, this will cause serious trouble. 
An effort was made to compel one of the 
contractor’s men to stop work, but 
the police interfered and preserved order. It 
is estimated that 10,000 workmen are now on a 
strike here. A procession of freight-handlers 
is moving through the streets, headed by a 
drum band. They are very quiet.

A Strike at Ramlose's Shoe Factory.

THE BRIDGE! BILL 


MR. GLOVER MAKES A STRONG ARGUMENT 
IN FAYOR.OF THE MEASUBE. 


Mr. O'Neill and His Debt Controversy with 
Mr. Glover—United States Commissioners’ 
Fees—A “** Dootored “ Report—Barred From 
the Mails — Congressional Proceedings —

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 4.~—The House 
Commerce Committee this morning took up 
the St. Louis bridge bill. Congressman Price 
of [Wisconsin, first addressed the committee 
in opposition to the bill. He said that the 
current at St. Louis was so strong that a low 
bridge at that point would greatly interfere 
with commerce. Congressman Glover, who 
was present all through the hearing, ques- 
tioned Mr. Price pretty closely and bothered 
him a good deal. When Mr. Price was 
through, Mr. Glover spoke for three minutes. 
The friends of the bill were only allowed ten 
minutes. Mr. Glover said that there 
were sixteen bridges of the same sort 
above St, Louis and unlesg there was an ex- 
traordinary difference in the strength of the 
current, the St. Louig bridge was no worse 
than the others, except that it made seventeen 
instead of sixteen. Mr. Dunham, of Illinois, 
asked Mr. Glover what objection, if any, 
was made to the big bridge. Mr. Glover 


replied that it was the same steamboat inter- 
est that wanted to have the bridge taken down 
rather than cut off the tops of the steamer’s 
smoke stacks. Mr. Glover then introduced 
Mr. Corthell, the Chief Engineer of the Atian- 
tic & Pacific lway company. 
who spoke of the bill. 
He said that it would be easier to pass the 
proposed bridge than the one above it. Con- 
gressman Henderson of Iowa, then made a 
very 1 speech in opposition to the 
bill. fe attacked the motives of those 
behind the scheme; insinuated that the oom; 
pany was organized for speculative purpos 
and wanted to know what railroad compan 
was behind it. At noon the committee ad- 
journed to 3 o’clock. Mr. Glover has dis- 
tributed copies of the Merchants’ Exchange 
circular among members of the committee. 
There is little dowpt that the bill will be re- 
ported favorably and passed, if itoan be 
reached. Its position on the calendar will be 
so far down that it can’t be reached unless 
called up by the committee under special or- 
der. It is intended to ask another special or- 
der ofthe House, setting aside a day for the 
consideration of bills from the Commerce 
Committee. If this is done, the St. Louis 
bridge bill will be called up and passed.

It is utterly unjustifiable, and should not 
be adopted by laboring men,especially because 
it is a weapon of capital, used by capital from 
time immemorial, from time beyond memory. 
That is to say, whoever in all the world’s history 
has stood forth as an advocate of the rights of 
labor, whether in the forum as a politician, in 
the legislative hall as a statesman, in the 
courte as a lawyer, or in the press asa journal- 
ist, has always been boycotted by cap- 
italists. Now, when the laborer by legal 
means and organization through the ballot- 
box can control capital and make the laws as 
labor pleases, why resort toa partial, illegal 
and almost always unjust remedy, such as 
boycotting, which is the miserable invention 
of an oppressed people, who haveno power or 
voice in making the laws which govern them. 
Boycotting isa confession of weakness. It 
is a two-edged sword, more dangerous in the 
hands of wielders to themselves than to the

A DESERTED BRIDE. 


MRS. CHARLES CLAUSEN’S EFFORTS TO RE- 
COVER HER WEALTHY HUSBAND. 


A Writ Issued Against the Bridegroom’s 
Father—The Young Wife Charges the Elder 
Clausen with Having Spirited Away Her 
Husband—The Proceedings in Court.

The Great Strike Ordered Off 
by the General Executive 
Board. 


Twelve Thousand Men at Liberty 
to Return to Work Im- 
mediately. 


How the Settlement Was Brought About— 
The Work of the Citizens’ and Congres- 
sional Committees—Very Few Men Taken

cure the return of the men who 
had gone out. This communication of the 
Citizens’ Committe was being considered by 
the General Executive oard and the 
Joint Executive Committee of the 
Knights of bor on last Sunday 
afternoon when 50 communication 
was received from the Congressional Commit - 
tee, of the same general tenor as the one then 
beforethem. Both letters were held over by 
the General Boards until last night when 
FINAL ACTION WAS TAKEN 
which put an end to the struggle of the largest 
labor organization of the world against com- 
bined capital.

This order affects directly between elght and 
nine thousand strikers, and indirectly some 
three thousand more who were out through 
sympathy with the Knights of Labor. For the 
support of these strikers and the 
hiring of men who desired to 
take: their positions the Knights of Labor 
haye been taxed in the neighborhood of 
$6,000 per day. All of this money was received 
and disbursed by the members of the 
General Executive Board, who have 
on hand at present asurpins of about $5,000, 
which will be expended in further relief of the 
strikers.

RETURNING TO WORK. 


Old Hands Applying to the Missouri Pacific 
Shops—A Few Taken Back. 


A meeting of the local strikers of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway was held this morning at 
8:30 o’clock at Euterpe Hall. The official 
declaration of the ending of the strike was 
read, and the men were advised to apply for 
their places. The probability of being refused 
was discussed and the men were advised to 
be patient, as the opinion was ex- 


pressed that their re-employment 
would be necessarily slow. The speakers 
believed, however, that fully nine-tenths of 
the old men would be back to work within a 
month or six weeks. 

At the Executive rooms nobody was found, 
Chairman Nolan and Secretary Breen were 
seen on the street and said that the business 
of the committee was done and they would 
close out their place immediately.
